Vitamin E, Dr. Britton said, is believed 10 stabilize 
membranes. “While it doesn’t seem to prevent blind- 
ness," be said, "it is claimed in reputable medical 
journals that the degree of eye damage seems to be 
lessened in babies who have vitamin E on board.” 

Vi tamin E is also believed to help the lungs. Many 
premature babies on oxygen ventilators develop a 
chronic lung disorder, bronchopulmonary dysplasia, 
which dem^ds weeks or months of hospital care. 

"The doctors who lake care of these babies ” said 
Dr. Britton, “are desperate to have something that 
would perhaps reduce the incidence of this terrible 
aftereffect, and also perhaps reduce the incidence of 
blindness." 

Because Vitamin E was commercially available only 
in an oral form, E-Ferol, which could be injected 


intravenously, was considered a godsend, Dr. Britton 
said. Many premature babies, the smallest and the 
sickest as a rule, could be treated only intravenously. 

Dr. Britton considers that the fact that about ISO 
hospitals ordered the drug, although many did not use 
it because it was not delivered, indicates how desper- 
ate the need was. 

Curiously, Dr. Britton notes, another version of 
Vitamin E intended for injection into the muscles is 
being developed by a major drug company and has not 
been available commercially. The dispute in Washing- 
ton focuses on whether (be intravenous E-Ferol was 
simply a new version of a vitamin in common use, or 
should have required closer scrutiny by the FDA 

The 30 premature infants were given injections of E- 
Ferol over a period of four and a half months, Dr. 
Britton said. Ten died. But even then, he said, there 
was no reason to suspect E-Ferol. “They did not get 
the E-Ferol and drop dead the next day," he said. 
Some of the babies had been given the drug for seven 
days or more. “It was not a matter of getting an 
injection of this and then noticing something immedi- 
ately wrong, a reaction in the drug," he said. 

Some of the babies were already gravely 2L The 
baby boy who weighed just over a pound lived one 
day. 


When the 10 deaths began to arouse suspicion, none 
was directed at E-Ferol. “The physicians who were 
taking can: of these patients were concerned that this 
was an infection that was going on in the nursery,” Dr. 
Britton said. 

The hospital did not report the deaths to tbe county 
medical examiner as unexplained deaths, but did 
launch its own inquiry, reviewing the treatments used 
and calling in consultants expert in infant deaths. 
Some indication of infection was discovered and con- 
sultants were asked to determine if that might have 
caused the deaths. 

The parents of the children who died have not been 
told thin a drug is under suspicion. Dr. Britton said 
that idling them before some conclusion could be 
reached on the basis of evidence would arouse undue 
alarm. 

However, as the inquiry continued, word reached 
the hospital in mid-April that E-Ferol was under 
suspicion and was being withdrawn from the market. 

Since then. Dr. Brinon said, the chans of the chil- 
dren who died, many of them extensive, have been 
under scrutiny.

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Spain’s Basque Tug-of-War 

Separatist Violence Goes OnDespiteSockdistCratMown

GUERNICA. Spain — The oak 
tree of Guernica, an andeni hollow 
tree stump about IS feet (live me- 
ters) high, sits inside a columned 
monument cm a small bluff. On 
these warm spring days, busloads 
of children from all over the 
Basque region come to see it 
They listen solemnly as their 
gitirit* explains that in the Middle 
Ages the monarch* of Castile had 
to stand in that very spot to swear 
obedience to the fueros, Lbe laws by 
which Basques exchanged limited 
homage to the Spanish crown for 
the right to run their own affairs. 

The “Basque problem" — a cen- 
turies-old tug-of-war between the 
cente r and the periphery — is the 
problem of modem Spain that will 
not go away. Realization seems to 
be dawning in Madrid and else- 
where that no other issue is as im- 
portant to resolve if democracy is 
to thrive in Spain. 

And yet little progress is made. 
The list of victims of ETA (Basque 
Homeland and Liberty), the sepa- 
ratist organization founded in' 
1959, is over 400 and keeps grow- 
ing. 

“Everyone's tired," said a jour- 
nalist in Bilbao. “People are rick 
and tired of the violence, the 
deaths, the strikes, the revolution- 
ary taxes, the attacks by right-wing 
death squads, ETA, the autono- 
mous commandos — everything. 
If s fatigue, even more than fear.* 
To the sunwise of many, the So- 
cialists, who nad appeared when in 
opposition to be sympathetic to 
Basque aspirations for greater au- 
tonomy, have been unyielding on 
the question since they came to 
power in December 1981 


ETA is deariy hard pressed these 
days. Raids on its anus caches and 
safe bouses, ambushes by the Span- 
ish police, tighter patrol of the bor- 
der, improved intelligence and the 
removal of some of its leaders from 
southern France have hampered 
terrorist activities of a few hundred 
militants. 

But many Basques and some 
non-Basques fear that the hard-line 
policy, when polls show that public 
support for ETA among Basques is 
waning, could backfire. 

“1 can’t understand this political 
war by the Spanish staiq" said a 
Basque priest “It’s malting every- 
thing worse: You have hundreds 
and hundreds of kids in jails. Some 
of them are tortured. This is a small 
country. Everyone has a son or a 
cousin or a friend behind bars.” 

About 400 Basque nationalists, 
the large majority of them ETA 
members or supporters, are in jafl. 
The torture of prisoners has dimin- 
ished considerably from the Franco 
era, but it persists, according to 
Amnesty International, the Lon- 
don-based human rights organiza- 
tion. 

The difference now is that tor- 
ture is likely to be denounced pub- 
licly by its victims and in the Span- 
ish press. Whenever this happens. 
Herd Batasuna, the political 
grouping that functions as ETA’s 
political arm, makes the most of it. 

“The reality is that fra- the Span- 
ish state we are an object of repres- 
sion," said Miguel Castefls Ar~ 
cecfae, a Hem Batasuna leader. “I 
can't condemn people who turn to 
violence if die Spanish state doesn’t 
allow a peaceful straggle.” 

An attempt to negotiate an end 
to the violence failed last year. Car- 
los Garaikoetxea, the president of 


the regional government, invited 
representatives of Herri Batasuna, 
the local Socialists and his own 
moderate Basque Nationalist Party 
to a “table for peace." The talks 
collapsed when ETA killed five 
more victims. 

Now, re-elected after a divisive 
and violent campaign, Mr. Garai- 
koetxea is talking of “extending a 
band" to the Socialists. But there 
seems to belittle wiffingness an any 
side to sit down again. 

-It’s unthinkable to negotiate 
with Herd Batasuna while the kill-, 
ing goes an,” said Txfla Senegas, 
the Basque Socialist leader. “Td be 
rising there tailring while they'd be 
piling cadavers on the table. 4 

For Mr. Garaikoetxea, the ulti- 
mate solution lies in more powers 
for the Basques themselves, in fully 
implementing a 1979 antinomy 
statute negotiated with Madrid and 
approved in a referendum, which 
transfers authority on such areas as 
the police, education and tax col- 
lection. 

“You have to attack the roots of 
the problem,” he said. “The only 
way to resolve it is to withdraw tire 
social and moral support for ETA 
and for violence in general. ... 
With evidence that the democratic 
process and the formulas for self- 
government are authentic." 

Meanwhile, nothing seems to 
hhm t ETA’s revolutionary ardor. 
The largest of its extreme factions, 
the “military” wing, regards the 
democratic government in Madrid 
as a more pliable, deceptive and 
therefore more dangerous enemy of 
its dream of uniting some three 
million Basques in four provinces 
of northern Spain and three prov- 
inces of southern France in an in- 
dependent socialist state.

The most critical improvement is 
the expansion of the exhibition 
space, from about 40,000 square 
feet (3,600 square meters) to 
87,000. In an institution so top- 
heavy in exceptional art and refer 
lively lacking room to show it, this 
was the heart of the matter. 

All the galleries are new — “I 
don't think an inch of the interior 
of the building will remain quite as 
it was,” Pelli said — and I like not 
only their scale, but the no-non- 
sense way they were designed.. The 
materials and fittings were inex- 
pensive: Nothing could be plainer 
than the wall-wash lighting system 
in the m*in galleries, but it works 
very wdL The overall effect clearly 
is that it is die art, not the setting, 
that counts.

It was not toe Democrats but Richard Nix- 
on who offered the best response to President 
Reagan's militant simplicities about Central 
America Wednesday night. SpeaJong about 
Third World social crises just a few hours 
before the president’s address, Mr. Nixon said, 
“The trouble is that the Communists at least 
talk about the problem, and too often we just 
talk about the Communists.'' 

Mr. Reagan then illustrated that pmnt Ana- 
lyzing the turmoil in Central America, he 
tailed mainly about communism, Cuba and 
tbe Soviet Union, with a few mentions of the 
PLO and Libya as fillips. As a sales pitch for 
arms aid to El Salvador, Soviet-bashing wOl 
surely work, especially in an ejection year. Mr. 
Reagan protects himself against any setback 
by already blaming Congress and the Demo- 
crats for doing too little, too late. But a policy 
rooted in exaggeration of tbe Soviet threat 
implies only further acquiescence in the out- 
rages of alleged anti-Communists, whose 
greed and brutality feed the leftist insurgency. 

Sure, there’s a problem and Moscow and 
Havana are trying to capitalize on it But they 
did not create it After a century of misrule, 
neglect and repression, as Mr. Nixon sots, 
some countries “need a revolution," and at this 
late hour the only question is whether it can 
still be made democratic. 

El Salvador's probable next president, Jos* 
Napoledn Duarte, gave much the same answer 


after hearing Mr. Reagan. He told ABC televi- 
sion that external meddling in the region was a 
reality but that internal causes were “basic.’* 

President Reagan managed to blame the left 
for poverty and unemployment in El Salvador 
while dismissing in a paragraph the role of the 
violent right. He spoke poignantly of Salva- 
doran soldiers down to their last few bullets, 
but without acknowledging the more awkward 
truth — that despite millions spent for arms 
aid since 1981, the insurgency has steadily 
expanded to a third of the country. 

Smuggled aims matter, but revolutions can- 
not be exported like butter and bacon. If they 
could be exported, why is it that the U.S.- 
backed “contras" in Nicaragua have failed to 
win control of a single town or province? 

North Americans should indeed help Cen- 
tral, America's democrats when, like Mr. 
Duarte, they demonstrate a capacity to use aid 
to outbid both the left and the right. That is 
why the U.S. House of Representatives was 
right, in voting for such aid for El Salvador on 
Thursday, to continue to insist that its recipi- 
ents be held at least minimall y accountable for ’ 
respecting elementary human rights. But these 
are conditions that only an alert and deft UJS. 
admini stratum can enforce. It will not succeed 
if it is so mesmerized by Communists that it 
keeps yielding to the tenor and corruption 
that gave them their opening in the Erst place.

Feldstein’s Farewell 


With the departure of Martin Feldstein, the 
Reagan White House is finally rid of a flow of 
good advice that it did not wish to hear. 
Nothing is more irritating than obviously 
sound counsel to people who have made up 
their minds to take the opposite direction. 

When Mr. Feldstein first became chairman 
of the president’s Council of Economic Advis- 
ers in October 1982, he observed that he could 
stay only two years. Otherwise be would lose 
his professorship at Harvard. In other cases 
presidents have at times urged their lieuten- 
ants to stay on the job, even at sacrifices as 
great as tenured chairs. The lieutenants have in 
some cases succumbed. But while Mr. Reagan 
did not quite ask Mr. Feldstein to leave, he 
certainly did not encourage him to stay. At the 
White House, much preoccupied with the au- 
tumn, there will be deep relief to have Mr. 
Feldstein safely off the scene before the cam- 
paign gets under way. 

Mr. Feldstein amved at a time when the 
administration’s economic policy was adrift 
The president had triumphantly signed the 
tremendous 1981 tax cut more than a year 
before, and, instead of entering a golden age of 
prosperity, tbe country fell into recession. Mr.

Olympics: Hie Wrecking Ball 

The Soviet Union has taken its revenge for 
the ILS. boycott of the 1980 Games in Mos- 
cow. These absences, of the Soviet and East 
German teams particularly, trill diminish the 
quality of athletic competition in many of the 
Olympic venues and disappoint all who have 
looked forward to a contest among national 
bests. Of far greater consequence is that the 
Soviet action represents yet another swing of 
the political wrecking ball against an already 
weakened Olympic structure. 

To justify its non-paxtiripation, the Soviet 
Union claims that tbe United States "does not 
intend to ensure the security of all athletes, 
respect their rights and human dignity and 
create normal conditions for holding die 
Games.” What those accusatory words mean, 
once tbe rhetoric is cut away and the negotiat- 
ing record is examined, is that U.S. officials 
have refused to agree to Moscow’s demand to 
prevent anti-Soviet demonstrations planned in 
Los Angeles during the Games. 

In 1980 the Russians made sure they would 
avoid political embarrassment at their own 
Games by arresting all known dissidents in 
Moscow and hustling them out of town. Did 
the Russians seriously expea that the United 
States would take similar repressive steps 
against anti-Soviet marchers in Los Angeles? 
Never mind. The demand had to be pushed 
anyway, so that the inevitable U.S. refusal 
could become the excuse for crying foul on the 
security issue. It is possible that the Soviets 
intended from 1980 on to boycott the Los 
Angeles Olympics, in retaliation for the boy- 
cott of the Moscow Games. If so, once that 
decision was made it was an easy enough thing 
to find the rationale for putting it in effect 
And so politics has further shaken tbe pre- 
sent and the future of the Olympic Games. 
Four years ago the UJ5. government and some 


of its allies chose to stay away f ram Moscow in 
protest against the Soviet Union's invasion of 
Afghanistan in December 1979. That protest 
was meant to have a moral as well as a political 
dimension. Tbe host country of the Olympics 
has the Opportunity to become a national 
showcase before the eyes of the world. Presi- 
dent Carter and many other Americans fdt it 
would be morally wrong for the United States 
to contribute to the political luster that tire 
Soviets hoped to achieve in Moscow. Some 
Americans took that same view in 1936, when 
Nazi Germany was host to the summer Olym- 
pics. In 1936 there was no US. boycott. In 
1980 there was, a decision that we supported. 

Is there a difference between tire US. boy- 
cott four yearn ago and the Soviet boycott 
now? The American boycott was prompted by 
an undisguised act of international aggression. 
The Soviet boycott of Los Angeles seems to be 
precipitated only by a long-nursed sense of 
vengefulness and tire hope, as tire Tass state- 
ment announcing it makes dear, that all blame 
for what ensues will fall on "the U.S. authori- 
ties and organizers of the Games.” 

The Los Angeles Gaines wiQ of course go on 
anyway, less exciting than they might have 
been perhaps, probably no less colorful, cer- 
tainly with some financial pinch on the orga- 
nizing cmnmiUee. But what of the future? The 
soaring costs involved in mounting the Olym- 
pic Gaines have made it increasingly difficult 
since the early 1970s to find cities willing to 
accept the host’s role. Los Angeles, for exam- 
ple, had no serious international competition 
for this year’s Games. Now, with the Games 
haring so demonstrably become an arena for 
political rivalries and intrigue, those difficul- 
ties seem certain to grow greater. The inter- 
national Olympic movement was in conrider- 
ablc trouble before the Russians announced 
their boycott It is in even more trouble now.

With such 
threats of exponential growth, the 
Cub of Rome and the environmental 
enthusiasts of the 1970s warned us 
that by the year 2000 the world would 
run out of its scarcer raw materials. 

Hardly was the ink dry on their 
reports than along came OPEC with 
its fourfold price mcrcase. The media 
took over and helped set the pace. 
“Mass media make for mass emo- 
tions,” writes historian Hugh Thom- 
as. Before long, it seemed, every pun- 
dit, professional and amateur, was 
predicting the cartelization of every 
commodity, with threats of supplies 
dwindling at an ever increasing rate, 

The result had not been anticipat- 
ed by the liberals who set the environ- 
mental cause rolling.

•Shoes ready Tuesday-’ *) 

Peggy Gugino Pape, described as 

a “transcriptionist, dutifully lis- 
tens to all the tape-recorded notes 
from her boss and types them into a 
word processor. These have includ- 
ed portions of telephone conversa- 
tions secretly taped by Mr. Widt.

E ) ERHAPS John McPhee went to Switzerland #) 
contemplate the country's spectacular geology 
geology having been the subject of his most recefat 
two books, “Basil and Range” and “In Snspftt 
Terrain.” And indeed, (he landscape of hisl7thfli8 
latestbook^thedeR^itful^LaFiacedelaOmcorde 
Suisse,” is Ml of gneisses and massifs, cirque valfe^s 
and circumvallate aretes. 

But once he got there fie must, like any wayfaring 
tourist, have noticed a paradox — that amongihe 
cows and the chalets, soldiers are as numerous as 
Swiss Army knives in a Caribbean tourist shop.

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There is McPhee’s dissection of the social and 
professional purposes the Swiss Army serves: “If 
you understand the New York Yacht Club, the 
Cosmos Club,, the Metropolitan Chib, the Century 
Clnb, the Piedmont Driving Club, you would under- 
stand the Swiss Army.” There is the sddier-com- 
i panion assigned to McPhee by the Swiss, a wine- 
1 maker named Luc Massy who is something of a 
i cutup and has done time in “le trou” forms mis- 
i chief.

But beneath aQ the play there is a deadly serious- 
: ness. The Swiss truly believe that the key to their 500 
1 years of neutrality is the impregnability of their 
i mountainous country, or what they call the Porcu- 
pine Principle: “You roll up into a trail and brandish 
your quins.” They intend to keep it that way, even in 
the face of nuclear blackmail. So 10 percent of the 
Swiss population, or 650,000 people, Belongs to the 
anny and does regular tr aining duty. Ever since 
World War IL the country has been budding an 
extensive network of nudear shelters, including 
what McPhee calls “the biggest bomb shelter in the 
world” — the Sonnenberg Tunnel, in which an 
autobahn traverses Lucerne. 

So deeply is military life engrained in Swiss soci- 
ety that hanks and manufacturers willingly simply 
the army’s leadership. Indeed, senrng as an officer 
is a means of executive advancement, and vice 
versa. The gnomes of Zurich stand tall as generals. 

We may laugh, and McPhee provokes further 
smiles with his final scene of an intelligence patrol 
rating fondue in a village restaurant and bring 
mooed at by the local folk in a mixture of empathy 
and mockery. But his title, “La Place (teiaConconfc 
Suisse,” captures the true spirit of the enterprise It 
refers to a place high above lbe Rhone whoe “the 
ice among the peaks collects and compacts itself 
into the Grosser Alctscfa-gletscher, the supreme gla- 
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turn officially identified on maps as Konkordia- 
plan, La Place de la Concorde Suisse.” 

His perceived by the author as the site of national 
honor, a frozen and therefore enduring symbol of 
the Swiss belief chat the best way to win a war is 
amply not to have one, and the way not to have one 
is to bristle like a porcupine.

The Museum of Modem Art Ready for a New Era 


A Commitment 
To New and Old

N EW YORK — A visit to the 
“new” Museum of Modem 
Art is like a tryst with an old 
lover. One approaches 53d Street 
feeling curiosity, suspicion, affec- 
tion, apprehension. One knows 
she is no longer young. The role 
she once played as the art world’s 
goad and guide has long since 
gone to New York’s commercial 
galleries. 

Her most memorable asset, the 
permanent collection, has been 
out of sight since early 1980. The 
rebuilt museum will open to the 
public Thursday. How much has 
she changed? 

One’s first glimpse is deeply 
reassuring. Of course, the muse- 
um has grown larger. The exhibi- 
tion space has more than doubled. 
There used to be one small theater 
for movies; now there are two. 
Two pleasant new restaurants, 
one for members only, the other 
for the public, have faeen buflt at 
the east side of the garden. 

The galleries themselves — 
gray-carpeted, white- walled, low- 
criungea, unpretentious — are 
much as we remember them. They 
are the soul of the museum. 

The path one follows through 
diem is not exactly as it was. New 
juxtapositions add unexpected 
sparkle to the permanent collec- 
tion’s fine reinstallation. 

As young viewers, we were nev- 
er sure just how to see the art The 
changing installatio ns of the per- 
manent collection seemed some- 
how reinforced by irrefutable 
progressions — from Ckzanne to 
.iheCubists, from Sunealism to Ab- 
stract Expressionism — that were 
presented as wholly beyond ques- 
tion. But as soon as we suc- 
cumbed to its obvious authority, 
the museum would test us with an 
object so surprising (or so diffi- 
cult) that we could not tell if we 
were supposed to bow or groan or 
laugh. 

The new reinstalls lion permits 
us to experience that feeling of 
contradicted confidence. We start 
marching with the masters — 
Frank Lloyd Wright, Le Corbu- 
sier. Seurat and C6zanne — and 
proceed with stout assurance un-

tfl. just before the end, we are 
suddenly confronted with the 
merely second-rate — with a doll 
wall h an g in g of plastic anddried 
reeds, or a meretricious painting 
by Alexander Liberman (“639 
Dots,” 1958) — in whose disap- 
pointing presence we can only 
scowl or shrug. 

The MOMA we remember 
from the 1950s and '60s seemed to 
welcome second-guessing. It still 
lets us spend our doubts on the 
new and the problematic. Perhaps 
that work by Liberman was in- 
stalled to reassure us that the 
masierworks on view — of which 
it has so many — have a splendor 
and beauty wholly beyond doubt 

In its first years of existence the 
Modem pledged itself to newness 
— and to selling off the old. “The 
permanent collection.” observed 
the director, Alfred H. Barr Jr„ in 
1933, “may be thought of graphi- 
cally as a torpedo moving in tune, 
its nose the ever-advancing pre- 
sent its tail the ever-receding 
past” 

“Where yesterday we might 
have wanted 20 Cezannes,” wrote 
the museum’s president A Con- 
ger Goodyear, in 193 1, “tomor- 
row five would suffice.” 

In May 1944, in the salesrooms 
of Parke-Bemet the museum sold 
at auction eight Cfaanncs (four 
oils, four watereolorsX two Seurat 
drawings, two Matisse paintings 


and two large Picassos. The re- 
sults, not ody financially, were 
less than satisfactory. The muse- 
um is less Kkdy now to peddle its 
Matisses, and C&annes. 

The torpedo may be stretching, its 
nose may be advancing, but its 
tail has stopped moving. 

. The Modem is still committed 
to the present The first important 
temporary show in its enlarged 
galleries wiC be “International 
Survey of Recent Painting and 
Sculpture,” an overview selected 
by the curator, Kyuaston McShine. 
But the museum seems to know 
that its older pictures, photo- 
graphs and sculptures are no 
inn gw i nciden tal to its- central 
mission. They are its greatest 
strengths. 

The permanent collection, or 
rattier the small part of it that has 
been reinstalled by WTTHam Ru- 
bin, director of the department of 
pain ring and sculpture, looks as 
grand as ever. 

Rodin’s “John the Baptist” 
points his bronze finger towards 
the C&annes that h*-gm the muse- 
um's survey of art history. Hum 
come pictures by Seurat, Vuillard 
ancf Degas, all in new frames an- 
tiqued with gold. Before Rubin’s 
installation peters out with an un- 
distinguished recent wall piece by 
Italy’s Mario Metz, it offers old- 
tune viewers an extraordinary se- 
ries of touching dftji vus and emo- 
tional epiphanies. 


This is a show of icons — van 
Gogh’s “Starry Night,” Rous- 
seau’s “Sleeping Gypsy,” Male- 
vich’s “White on WtuLc,* Du- 
champ’s “Three Standard 
Stoppages,” Mondrian’s “Broad- 
way Boogie Woogie,” Pollock’s 
“One,” Barnett Newmaa’s “Vir 
Heroicus Sublimes,” Johns's 
‘Target With Four Faces,” War- 
hol’s “Marilyn," Frank Stella’s 
black painting, The Marriage of 
Reason and Squalor." 

The Modem’s vision of art his- 
tory. since the days of Alfred 
Barr, has stressed die art of Paris, 
and that still holds true. If the 
best German Expressionists were 
long und er re pres ented, if the 
masters of the New York School 
were ve?y late to enter the perma- 
nent collection, it is perhaps be- 
cause the Modem, since the day it 
opened, has had & special sympa- 
thy for the classical, the rational, 
the French.

N EW YORK — The new Mu- 
seum of Modern Art is very 
much -like the old. At the same 
time, it is substantially bigger and. 
with one towering exception, 
greatly improved. 

These potentially contradictory 
achie vements are a tribute to 
those who put the building pro- 
gram together and above all to the 
tact anaskill of the design archi- 
tect, Cesar Peiii. 

Few jobs are harder than to 
double. the size of an important 
wriermg institution without fun- 
damentally altering its architec- 
tural character, but that is basi- 
cally what Pelli and his clients 
have managed 

The derision to change the look 
and fed of the place as little as 
possible, while adding significant- 
ly to every area of operation, was 
the fulcrum of the design process 
begun in 1977. Thus the striking 
white facade of die 1939 building 
remains the visual and functional 
centerpiece of the museum en- 
semble oo West 53d Street. 

The new galleries for displaying 
MOMA’s nonpareil collection of 
20th-century art retain what Peiii 
aptly called the “apartment-size” 
scale of the old rooms.
